A BANKERS' CONVENTION. 

lev* of the Ueneroos Proposal* of tbs 
riowrlm of Pennsylvania. 

Thn first uunual convention of tha 
bankers of Pennsylvania, held at Pitta- 
burgh recently, ni principally dUtio- 
guiahed in iU declaration* for greater 
protits to themselves at the publio ex¬ 
pense, and classing those who diffar 
from each views as demagogues. 

The only difference between thin 
and all similar conventions in various 
parts of the country ever since such 
conventions have become fashionable, 
.la demands for still greater govern¬ 
ment privileges. 

They now want branch banking, the 
.privilege of starting branches in small 
pieces. Probably this is the entering 
wedge. That obtained, branch bank¬ 
ing would undoubtedly become un¬ 
limited, and most country banks would 
be asked to step down and out. 

go long as the government refuses 
to protect its citizens from the greed 
of usurers, this request of the bankers 
should be grauted. For as the Item 
has repeatedly said, when money is 
necessary for the conduct of business 
and It cannot be had except at the 
price charged for it by usurers, it is 
better to pay the price, temporarily, 
than go without. 

At the convention, Mr. Reuben Mil¬ 
ler, of the Pittsburgh clearing house, 
objected to the popular use of the 
word “banker” avnoniinouslr with tha 
words, "robber or usurer.” 

After his remnrks the following 
clause In a set of resolutions was 
|Huuicd by the convention: "Fifth. 
United States legal tender notes nnJ 
treasury notes of isoo now in th« 
treasury should he cancelled and de¬ 
stroyed forthwith ns fast ns new cir¬ 
culation is taken out bv national 
banks hereafter in excess of the 
amount now outstanding. The re¬ 
maining United States and treasury 
notes should be redeemed and not re¬ 
issued.” 

The reader may judge for him* ' ' 
whether this IIftli clause justifies the 
unsavory words or not. 

A new departure was started by at¬ 
tempts to introduce a clause in til• 
resolutions which passed, in favor c.f 
having the government redeem HI 
national bank notes for the hanker*. 
In gold coin. Evidently it was thought 
sufficiently for the time being to men¬ 
tion the matter, ns it was not insisted 
upon. How generous!—Philadelphia 
Item.

The moot comfortable theory we hath 
yet seen advanced is that which haa Ita 
origin with the Carnegie Steel com- 
l*ny. That com pony baa issued a notice 
to the effect that It will continue to 
pay the same scale of wages during UNI? 
that it haa paid during I MM. 

The comfortable theory that goea 
along with this notice ia the announce¬ 
ment that the refusal of the company 
to raise wages is, in itself, a virtual In¬ 
crease of the wages of 6,000 men on ac¬ 
count of the reduction la the price of 
products. This reminds us of the ag¬ 
ricultural genius who tied green spec¬ 
tacles pn his mule and in that way in¬ 
duced him to eat ahavings. The idea 
was original aud unconventional, and 
we have heard nothing to equal it un¬ 
til the publication of the Carnegie an¬ 
nouncement that a refusal to increase 
wage* is, in fact,when regarded rightly, 
a virtual iucroase. 

It ia to be hoped that the men will 
take the throry as kindly as the spec¬ 
tacled mule is said to have done, for it 
would be sad indeed if there abould be 
any doubt or dubiousness in regard tti 
the theory which the Carnegie com- 
|Miny presented to ita workmen aa a 
Christmas gift. Discontent at this time 
would lie a poor return to make for the 
great victory that lias been won for 
"sound money” and protection—u poor 
rrturn for the great wave of prosperity 
that is said to lie preparing to flood the 
country, having already la-gun Its work, 
if the New York newspapers are to be 
believed, the day after Mr. McKinley’s 
election. 

Cum-cquciiliy, we would ndvlae the 
Carnegie men not to examine too closely 
the theory that has been thrust iqion 
their attention, but to take it serious¬ 
ly, and go about their business feeling 
that they are richer and la-tter off than 
they were before they discovered that 
a decision not to reduce wages is, in 
effect, an increase. 

It may now Is- claimed, and with ex¬ 
cellent reason, Hint a reduction of 
wages is no reduotion at all. hut mere¬ 
ly u aulmtnntinl evidence that although 
it reduction has been lllMtlr, I lie wages 
rentaln precisely the slime. We trust 
it will be long before this logical de¬ 
duction from the Carnegie theory ia 
put iiitonctmil operation.- Atlniitu Con¬ 
stitution.

Monetary I'oststssc*. 

Pursuant to their recent campaign of 
buncombe, hypocriay and false pre¬ 
tense, the republicans are getting rrady 
to give their international monetary 
agreement bluff a send-off at aa early 
day. Plunger Wolcott, who represents 
the state of Colorado in the United 
States senate, haa been chosen aa master 
of ceremonies. He has his set of reso¬ 
lutions oiled and greased and will pre¬ 
sent them to the senate as soon as the 
holiday recess ia over. 

It is said the resolutions represent 
the hard work of a committee of five 
senator* friendly to silver, but not 
bolters, who were appointed some time 
ago for this special purpose by the re¬ 
publican senatorial caucus. While Wol¬ 
cott has his international agreement 
resolutions on the silver question randy, 
ua he says, lie is not prepared to go into 
particulars or to outline how it is pro¬ 
posed to bring It about. All that the 
senator in charge of this international 
agreement htimhuggery Is willing to 
divulge ia that the president of the 
United States is to be requested hy con¬ 
gress to invite certain European 
powers to call n conference to see if 
they cannot arrive at some plan by 
which silver can hr minted and circu¬ 
lated by the principal commercial na¬ 
tions ns freely and unrestrictedly as 
gold Is. nnd fixing the ratio between the 
two mclnls. 

The senator from Colorado knows, 
as do all his <-ollcagucs in both houses 
of congress, that this international 
agreement talk is the name old bun¬ 
combe with which the republican lead¬ 
er*. and their employing trust- and cor¬ 
porations have been beguiling the 
voters for the past 20yearn. It I- nearly 
that long ago since the tlrst of these In¬ 
ternational monetary conferences was 
held. Four otln-re have Im-cii held -hire, 
nnd we are further away from n res¬ 
toration of silver to it* old-time stabili¬ 
ty mid equality as money ns we were 
then. 

If a monetary conference Is called hv 
President McKinley then- i» no reason¬ 
able liojie that it will effect any more 
substantial lieneflt for bimetalii-in than 
its pirilncnmhi did.

The railroads report u 
continual decrease in the volume of 
hit*ities*, nnd one after another is cut¬ 
ting down it* force and curtailing cx- 
|M-iiM!-s. The numlx-r of failure* is 
greater by 16 percent, than in tiie cor- 
res|Muuling weeks of last year. The 
American Manufacturer. Pittsburgh, 
after a detailed rev lew of the discourag¬ 
ing outlook in the iron und steel in¬ 
dustry, says: "The main trouble iu the 
market I* that expected business doc* 
not come und new enterprises are still 
being deferred."
